WATER  SUPPLY. 

All  houses  are  connected  to  the  mains.  The  supply  is 
adequate  and  frequent  bacteriological  examinations  are  car¬ 
ried  out  and  the  water  is  chlorinated. 

The  Water  Supply  is  derived  from  Deep  Bore  Wells  in 
the  Sandstone  within  the  Rural  District.  The  supply  is 
constant.  Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  are  made.
